Well, just like Pacificon, the 45" Jamboree on the Air is 
just a memory. But what a great event it was! 

We had 38 Scouts (including several Girl Scouts/ 
Brownies) show up at the Pacificon Special Events station. 
The Scouts came from 16 different Packs, Troops, and 
Venture Crews in the Bay Area. 

We had 29 QSOs, and contacted 18 states, 2 Canadian 
provinces, and four foreign countries. We spent the entire 
weekend on 10, 15, and 20 meters, on or near the official 
JOTA calling frequencies, and made some great contacts; 
from Alaska to Brazil and New Zealand to Kuwait. But the 
highlight of the weekend for the Scouts was working HB9S, 
the World Scouting Headquarters station in Switzerland! 
Not bad for 100 watts from Northern California. 

But, just as important as the DX were the person to 
person exchanges that our Scouts had with other Scouts 
and hams. Some of the stateside QSO’s ran for nearly an 
hour, which gave the Scouts lots of air time, and plenty of 
exposure to ham radio. 

Many of the stations we contacted were out camping 
with their Scouts. One of them had 200 Cub Scouts (ages 6- 
11) on an outing. And for a while it seemed as if all 200 of 
them wanted to talk to California on the radio. 

Mike Grcevich, KB6USJ, and I have shared the JOTA 
control operator job at Pacificon’s Special Events station 
every year since 1996. (Boy, time flies when you’ re having 
fun!) On behalf of the Scouts, Mike and I would like to thank 
MDARC and Pacificon for including us in this event. We 
would also like to thank Tom Schiller of Force 12 for the use 
of his trailer-mounted tower and beam. Without all of your 
ongoing support over the past years, we wouldn’t have been 
able to make this opportunity so accessible to our Scouts.

Minutes of the Board Meeting of October 7, 2002. 


The meeting was called to order by President 
Terry Matzkin at 7:32 PM at Baker’s Square Restaurant in 
Concord. Present were President Terry Matzkin, KE6RE, 
Vice-president Dave McIntyre, KG6ACD, Secretary Eoin 
O’ Donoghue, KK6Q, Treasurer Trevor Hall, WA6JAU, 
Emergency Coordinator Harry Styron, K6HS, Directors, 
Howard Burk, KE6PTT, John Schulze, KR6CR and John 
Pascale, NN6E. Director Jay Caldis, KT6Y was absent 
excused. Also present was technical committee member 
Keith Lattin, N6OPMF, and social committee co-chair, 
George Roush, WB6OFH. 

Because of a prior commitment of the Secretary, 
Harry Styron was appointed by the president to keep the 
minutes of the meeting. 

The minutes were approved as submitted by the 
Secretary, and will be published in the Carrier. 

The Treasurer submitted a report showing net 
assets of $29,537.32 cash in banks, with outstanding bills 
of $1,750 for the repeater voter project and $36 for the 
trailer battery project. 

Secretary Eoin submitted a draft of the 
membership application form for 2003. EC Styron 
requested an additional line for cell phone numbers to be 
added, with the usual provision for non-publication of 
these numbers. Another small revision will be made to 
clarify that membership now includes the use of the 
autopatch on the repeaters. The form will be available for 
distribution at PACIFICON. 

Keith Lattin reported on the status of repeater 
upgrade projects. The link receivers and transmitters for 
the remote receivers have been received and will be 
installed in chassis and ready for deployment, hopefully 
in November. Antennas need to be ordered and received, 
but they are in stock so this should be quickly 
accomplished. The entire project is scheduled to be 
completed by the end of 2002. When completed there will 
be remote receivers on Mt. Vaca, Vollmer Peak, and in the 
Club trailer. 

Keith also reported on progress in replacing the 
UHF transmit and receive antennas on Mt. Diablo. There 
is some cost splitting for these antennas with other 
system users. The tower climber should be scheduled 
shortly, and it is hoped this project will be completed in 
time for PACIFICON. 

Bob Beard submitted the slate of officers for 
2003. The slate will be published in the October Carrier, 
and submitted to the Club for approval at the November 
general meeting. 

There was discussion of the progress of the 
Club equipment inventory. In addition to the written 
inventory digital pictures of each item of Club equipment 
will be taken, and each piece of equipment will have a 
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permanent label affixed. This project is also slated to be 
completed by the end of 2002. 

A report on the status of PACIFICON 2002 was 
received. Ticket sales are running about 20% ahead of last 
year. All of the exhibitor spaces have been sold out. The 
program is complete. Harry Styron is looking for people to 
attend individual programs as room monitors, to assure 
that Club equipment is safe and to introduce speakers. 

George Roush reported that the Club will hold its 
annual dinner party in lieu of the January Club meeting, at 
the regular meeting place. George will report at the 
November Board meeting the anticipated cost. The Board 
discussed the funding of the party, and will determine at 
the November meeting whether or not to subsidize the cost 
of the party, and therefore what the per member cost will 
be. There will be no VE testing in January, because of the 
dinner. 

The first draft of the budget was next presented 
by Treasurer Trevor Hall. Harry Styron requested the 
addition of $100 for the Emergency Coordinators activities, 
to cover postage and printing. Several items already in the 
draft were revised based on input from the Board. The 
budget will be published in the November Carrier, for 
approval by the Club in December. 

A brief discussion ensued about the various 
telephone lines the Club maintains, and it was noted that 
the repeater autopatch lines display their telephone 
numbers to caller ID equipped phones. It was thought this 
might provide an opportunity for mischief, and so Howard 
Burk was directed to contact the telephone company and 
arrange to have caller ID blocked on those lines. 

The meeting was adjourned at 9:05 PM.
